One  girl  was  taken  to  the  Morgan  and  Lewis  Clinic  for  ajsecial  treatt^nt-  as 
directed  by  Dr.  Little. 


Durit^  this  quarter  the  Field  Visito?„  Misa  Annette  L,  Leifis.  traveled  3541 
miles  and  etade  54  visits  to  faailies,  schools,  courts  and  welfare  offices.  Despite 
some  difficulties,  we  have  contiuised  our  progran  for  home  visits  during  the 
Christmas  holiday.    Fifty  girls  v.«3-e  allowed  leaves  that  varied  froa  four  days  to 
two  weeks.    For  the  most  part  our  girls  conducted  themselves  in  a  satisfactory 
Banner  and  we  were  proud    of  theis  progress  in  family  and  coaasnnity  adjustment.

Dear  Mr.  Bryant: 

This  report,  dealing  with  the  life  and  fire  hazards  of  th£f  subject  institw- 
tiooj  wa8  prepared  after  an  inspection  of  the  School  by  Mr.  Roger  JobnsoQ^  Asst. 
State  Pire  Marshal,  Lester  Hansen,  Board  of  BzaauLners"  office  and  the  writer. 
It  includes  recoHOMndations  for  iEr^roTesents  to  lessen  the  life  and  fire  haisards 
and  to  iaprove  the  fire  defense. 

Safety  for  the  lives  of  the  innates  of  the  institution  aust  be  given  first 
consideration.    Where  any  fora  of  restraint  is  necessary^  added  precajtion  jaust 
be  exercised.    Much  can  be  done  in  this  regard  by  the  e  liquation  of  ewry  known 
hazard,  coupled  with  effective  fire  drills,  but  this  alotte  cannot  be  considered 
adequate. 

The  buildings  in  which  the  girls  are  housed  are  constructed  largely  of  c«a- 
bttstible  mterials  with  unprotected  coaninications  between  floors  which  wotald 
result  in  the  rapid  spread  of  fire,  should  one  occur.    The  fire  protection  facili- 
ties provided  by  the  institution  are  lAolly  inade<)aate,  seriously  lacking  in  the 
■ost  inportant  iteas  necessary  for  a  reasonable  degree  of  protection.    The  water 
systev  is  pcinarily  a  donestic  system,  lacking  in  elevated  storage  and  liaited  by 
the  capacity  of  the  pua|>B.    The  Helena  Pire  Dejmrtiient,  located  soae  seven  miles 
distant,  i»  utKler  contract  to  respond  to  calls «  but  this  deprtnent  is  uadexaanned 
and  lacks  adequate  equii»!ent  for  response  in  the  event       subsequent  alaras  within 
the  city. 

The  following  recoBaacndationsi  are  offered  for  your  consideration; 

That  all  bcsildings  in  uhich  the  girls  sleep  be  protected  by  an  approved 
autonatic  sprinkler  systea. 

That  additional  iRiter  supply  be  developed  and  an  elevated  storage  tank  of 
not  less  than  100,000  gallon  capacity  on  a  100  foot  tower  be  pirovidedj  the  fire 
protection  systea  to  be  so  designed,  considering  the  elevated  storage  and  puaps, 
that  a  fire  f 10%?  of  not  less  than  1000  g.p„a„  will  be  available  for  a  period  of 
four  hours  during  the  aaxiaua  constia|>tion  desand,.    In  o^der  to  obtain  the  great- 
est degree  of  reliability  ufeen  wells  are  the  source  of  water  supply,,  auxiliary 
power  units,  gasoline  or  diesel  engines,  should  be  provided  at  the  tec  11  pampa. 
That  a  looped  airangeaent  cf  not  soaller  tbtn  6-inch  pipe  about  the  building 
groiq>,  with  valves  for  sectionalising  the  systea,  together  with  fire  hydraata 
situated  so  that  at  least  two  fire  streaas  can  be  concentrated  on  any  building 
froa  separate  hydrants  and  requiring  not  aore  than  300  feet  of  hose  per  line^  be 
installed. 
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Tl&t  &  flee  bfigadc  be  organiised  amoug  the  enployees  am  a  chief  appoioted  t$l&o 
will  be  in  charge  j  of  tbe  fire  fighting  eqaipaient  aed  direct  opere.tions  iu  tfce  e^reat 
of  a  fire,    Inadatticfa  as  the  Hel^m  City  Fire  Department  will  be  called  in  the  eveat 
of  an  eoergency,  the  local  fire  bti^de  should  be  familiar  with  the  fire  n-etbods 
eaployed  by  this  departoeat.    It  %ould  be  t<ell,  in  this  connection,  to  ask  for  the 
lool  brigade  to  drill  with  the  city  departoent,. 

That  adequate  garage  facilities  be  provided »  to  include  space  for  a  service 
shopc  aiod  the  storage  of  aotonobiles  in  tbe  cottages  be  discontinced. 

That  an  adequate  ntaeber  of  approved  fire  escapes  be  installed  on  all  buildings ^ 
as  prescribed  by  State  Law. 

That  a  competent  electrician  be  eaployed  to  check  carefclly  the  electrical 
installation  in  all  cottages.    Fuses  protecting  lighting  circuits  should  have  a 
current  rating  of  15  aiaperes  or  3esso    All  circuits  extending  froa  tberaiiQ  distri- 
bution panel  in  Stemrt  Hall  should  be  properly  protected.    Only  ajj^roved  firing 
oethods  shmtld  be  employed  for  the  wising  in  electrical  outlets  vftien  reqttired. 
Pilot  lights  i^hould  be  iiasi'«illed  on  the  electric  outlets  tiiere  hatj:d  electric  irou» 
are  used, 

Tlttt  the  boilex  rooas  be  cut  off  from  the  reaaiaer  of  the  buildiggs  by  use 
of  aaterial  having  not  less  than  a  t%fo-»hour  fire  resistant  rating. 

That  only  approved  non-coab»stible  roof  covering  be  ea^loyed  uben  replacing 
the  present  shise^c  roofs  on  the  hisildings, 

Xn  order  that  the  inaates  of  tlie  cottages  aay  becoae  aore  faniiiar  tfith  all 
avenues  of  escape  in  the  event  of  eoeirgeiscyn  it  is  recoanended  that  fire  drills 
be  heldo    This  my  seen  unreasonable  with  the  type  of  occupant,  but  the  buildings 
are  not  of  fire  resistant  construction  and  it  is  possible  for  a  fire  to  spread 
rapidly c  cutting  off  the  »ost  frequently  used  mans  of  egress^  resulting  in  con- 
fusion and  possible  loss  of  life^ 

That  the  housekeeping  ija  the  laachine  storage  and  shop  be  inproved. 

That  the  auxiliary  power  unit  (gasoline  engine)  be  connected  to  a  pt»p  in  a 
wells  that  is  connected  into  the  water  distribution  systea  that  will  be  available 
at  all  tiioeSo
